loitering; and quarrelling, and jeſting , 
and dallying in the matters of ſalvation * 
and will you live as if you had nothing 
bur the world to mind , when you are 
even readie to ſtep into the endleſs 
world 2 O Sirs, do you know what you 
are doing 2 You are abuſing the living 
God , and wronging the Lord Jeſus , 
and trampling apon that mercy which 
would comfort you in your extremity, 
a drop of which you would then be glad 
of: Yon are prieving your poor 

Friends, and Teachers, and preparing for 
| your endleſs grief, Alas, whar ſhould a 


| fairhfull Miniſter do, for the ſaving of

your ſecurity, and carelefly paſſing on 
cowards Hell, and cannot helpit: He 
ſees you poſting to your miſery, where 
you will be out of the reach of all our 
exhortations, and where mercie will not 
follow you to be accepted or rejected:

medie, he cannot help you. He knows- 
eth not, when he ſpeaks to you, whe- 
ther ever he ſhall ſpeak unto you more, 
and whether ever you ſhall have another 
call and offer $ and therefore he would 
fain ſpeak effeually if he could; but it is 
not in his power. He knows, that the 
matter ſticks all ax your own wills, and 
that if he could but procure your own 
conſent, to the moſt reaſonable and ne- 
ceſſary buſineſs in the world, the work 
were done, and you might ſcape the e- 
verlaſting flames: And yet this is it 
that he cannot procure ! O wonderful, 
that any man ſhould be damned; Yea 
that many men, and moſt men ſhould be 
damned, when they might be ſaved if 
they wonld, and will not! Yea that no 
ſaying will ſerve to procure their con- 
fenr, and-make them willing ! That we 
muſt look on our poor miſerable neigh- 
bours in Hell, and ſay, they might have 
becnſaved once,but wouldnot! they had 
time, and leave toturn to God, and to 


be holy and bappy as well as others, bur 
| we

we could never prevaile with them to 
conſent, and know the day of their viſt- 
ration 2 O what ſhould we do for the 
ſaving if careleſs, ſenſeleſs fouls > Muſt 
we let them go? Is there no remedie > 
Shall Miniſters ſtady to meet with their 
neceflicies, and tell chem with all poſſi- 
ble plainneſs and compaſhon, of the evil 
that is alittle before chem,& teach them 
how they may eſcape it * Why, this 
they do from day to day, and ſome will 
not hear them, but are tipling, or idle- 
ing or making a jeaſt of the Preacher at 
home, and others are hearing with pre- 
jadice and contempr, and moſt are hard- 
aed into a ſenſeleſs deadneſs, and all 
ſeems to them bur as an emptie ſound : 
and they are ſo uſed to hear of Heaven 
and Hell, char they. make as light of 
them as it there were no ſuch States ! 
Alas, that while millions are weeping 
and wailing in utter deſperation, for the 
negleRing of their day of grace, and 
turning away from him that called them, 
our poor hearers at the ſame time ſhould 
B 3 will- 
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wilfully follow them , FOE they are 
told from God what others ſuffer! Alas, 
that you ſhould beſleepy 8& dead under 
thoſe means, that ſhould waken you 
to prevent Eternal death ! and that ever 
you ſhould make merry ſo near damna- 
tjon,and be ſporting your ſelyes with the 
ſame kind of fins that others at the ſame 
hour are tormented for « And is ſach 
madneſs as this remedileſs, in people 
that ſeem as wiſe as others for worldly 
things ! Alas, for any thing that'we can 
do, experience tells us that with the 
moſt it is remedileſs ! Could we reme- 
die it, our poor people ſhould not wil- 
fully run from Chriſt, and lie in the 
flames of Hell for ever, Could our per- 
ſwaſtons and entreaties help it, they 
ſhould not for ever be ſhut out of Hea- 
ven, when its offered to them as well 
as others, We bewall it from our hearts 
before the Lord , that we can entreat 
them no more earneſtly, and beg not 
of them as for our lives to look before 
them, and hearken to the voice of gow 

char 
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that they may be ſaved. And a thou- 
ſand times in ſecret we call our ſelves 
hard-hearted, unmerciful,and unfaithful, 
( in roo great a meaſure ) that ſpeak no 
more importunatelie for rhe ſaving of 
mens ſouls, when we know not whether 
we ſhall ever ſpeak to them any more. 
Is this all that we can ſay or do info ter- 
rible a caſe,and in a matter of ſuch weight 
as mens ſalvation! The Lord forgive 
our great inſen{abilitie, & awakenſus, that 
we may be fit to waken others ; Bur yet 
for all this, with gtief we muſt complain, 
that our people teel not when we feel, 
and that they are ſenſelefs or aſleep 
| wheti we ſpeak to them as ſeriouſly as we 
can, and that tears and moans do nor 
prevail, bur they go home and live as 
ſtupidlie in an unconverted ſtate, as if 
all were well with them, and they were 
not the men we ſpeak to, 

O that you knew what a fearful jadg- 
ment it is, fo be forſaken of God, be- 
cauſe you would have none of him; and 
to be given op to your hearts luſts, ro

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;. Walk in your own Counſells, becauſe 

#4 You would not hearken to his voice, Pſa. 
- S81,11, 12, 13. and to have God lay, 
Ler thoſe wretches be ignorant , and 
Careleſs, and fleſhly, and worldly, and 
filthy ſtill, Rew. 22. 11. Othat you 
knew ( but not by experience ) what a 
heavie plague it is to be fo forſaken, as 
-o have eyes that ſee not, or ſeeing do 

_ not percjeves and to have ears that 
hear not, orto hear and not under- 
ſtand, and foro be unconverted and un- 
healed, eAMark 4.12. and to be hard- 
ned and conderhned by the word, and 
patience , and mexcies that do ſoften 
and fave others, and ſhould have ſaved 
you ! Take heed leſt Chrift ſay, [ I 
bave ſent them my meſſenger , long e- 
nough in yaine ; From henceforth ne- 
ver fruit grow on them: Becauſe they 
would not be converted,they ſhall not.) 
Take heed leſt he take you away from 
means, and quickly pur an end to your 
opportunities, You ſee how faſt men 
paſs away, but little do you know how 
| | manie 
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manie are lamenting thar-they made -no 
better uſe of time, and helps, and mer- 
cies while they had them. O hear while 
you may hear, for it will not be. long : 
Read while you may read, and pray 
while you may pray , and turn while 
you may turn, and go to your Chriſtian 
friends & teachers,and enquire of them, 
what you muſt do ro. be ſaved, before 
enquiring be too late, Spend the Lords 
Day, and what other time you can re» 
deemzin holy preparations for your end- 
leſs Reft, while you have ſuch a happie 
day to ſpend. O fleep no longer in your 
ſins, while God ſtands over you, leſt 
before' you are aware you awake in Hell, 
Patience and Mercie have their appoin- 
red time,and will not alway wait and be 
deſpiſed, Oler not your Teachers be 
forced to ſay, [ We would haye taught 
them publikelie and privatelie,but they 
would not:. We would have Catecht- 
zed the ignorant,and exhorted "the neg- 
ligent, bur ſome of them would not 
come near us, and others of thes: gave 
us 
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0s but the hearing, and was away ſuch 
as they came, ] If once by forteiting 
the Goſpel the Teachers whom you 
flight be taken from you, you may then 
ſin onand take your courſe, till time,and 
belp, and hope are paſt, | 
The providence that called me to 
this work, was ſome warning to you. 
Though it was rot the calling away 
your Teacher, it was a removing of his 
helper , 2 pattern of meekneſs, and god- 
lineſs, and charitiez and he is left the 
more diſconſolate in the proſecution of 
his work, God hath made him faithful 
to your ſouls, and careful for your hap- 
pineſs: He walks before you in humilitie 
and ſelf. denial, and Patience, and 
 peaceableneſs, and in an upright in- 
offenſive life: He is willing to teach 
you. publicklie and privartelie, in ſeaſon 
and ont of ſeaſon: He manageth the 
work of God with prudence & modera- 
tion, and yet with Zeal, carefullie a- 
voiding both ungodlineſs and ſchiſm , 
or the countenancing of either of them : 
Were 
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Were he not of RA. A wiſdom and in- 
tegritie , his name wouTUnor be fo un- 
ſpotted in a place where Dividers, and 
Diſpaters, Papiſts, and Quakers, and 
ſo manie bitter enemies of godlineſs, do 
watch for matter of accuſation and re- 
proach againſt the . faithful Miniſters 
of Chriſt, As you love the ſaferie and 
happineſs of your City , and of your 
ſouls ,undervalue not ſuch mercies, nor 
think it enough to put them off with 
your commendations and good word : 
Ic is not that which they live,and preach, 
and labour for ; bur for the Converſi- 
on, Edification, and Salvation of 
your fouls. Let them have this, or they 
have nothing , if you ſhould give them 
all yon have, The enemies of the Goſ- 
pel have no wiſer Cavil againſt che 
painful Labourers of the Lord, then to 
call them Hirelings , and blame chem 
for looking atter Tithes, and great 
matters inthe world, Butas among all 
the fairhful Miniſters of this Countrie , 
through the great mercie of God theſe | 
adveriarics 
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adverſaries are now almoſt aſhamed to 
open their mouths with an accuſation 
of Covetouſneſs: So this your Reve- 
rend, faichful Teacher, bath Ropt the 
mouth of all ſuch calumanie, as to him, 
Whea 1 invited him from a place of leſs 
work, and a competent maintenance , 
to accept of leſs then half that maiace- 
nance , with a far greater burden of 
work among you, he never ſtuck ar ir, 
as thinking he might be more ſerviceable 
to God, and win that which is better 
then the riches of this world. And if 
now you will traſtrate his expectations, £. 
and diſappoint his labours and hopes of 
your ſalvation, it will be eafter for. Ss- 
dom in the day of judgment thea for 
you, Alas how ſadis it to ſee a faith- 
ful Miniſter longing and labouring for 
mens ſalvation, and manie of them neg- 
leting him, and others picking ground- 
leſs quarrels; and the proud unrulie (el- 
fiſh part, rebelling and turning their 
backs upon their Teachers when ever 
they will not humour them in their own 

Ways 
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wayes, or when they dea] but faithfullic 
with their ſouls ! Some ( even of thoſe 
that ſpeak againſt difobedience, conven- 
ticles, and ſchiſm, ) turn away in diſdain, 
if their Children may not be needleſlie 
baptized in private houſes, and if that 
ſolemn Ordinance may not be celebra= 
ted in a Parlour-Conventicle, How 
manie refuſe ro come to the Miniſter in 
private to be inſtrated or Catechiſed, 
or to canfer with him about their nece- 
ſarie preparation for death and Judge- 
ment ! Is not this the caſe of manie a- 
mong yoa « Muſt not your Teachers 
ſay, He ſent ro you, and was —_ ro 
have done his parr, and you refuſed ? 
Little will ye now believe how heavie 
this will lie upon you one day, and how 
dear you ſhall pay for the cauſleſs grie- 
ving and diſappointment of your guides. 
It is not your ſurlineſs and paſſions that 
will then ſerve turn to anſwer God. 
Nor thall it ſave you to ſay, that Mi- 
niſters were of ſo manie minds and 
wayes,that you knew nor which of them 
ro 
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' rorepard : For it was but one way. that 
God 1n the holy Scripture did prefcribe 
you - and all faithful Miniſters were a- 
greed tn the things which you rejed, 
and in which you practicallie differ from 
themall. Whar? are we not all agreed, 
that God is to be preferred before the 
world? and that you muſt firſt ſeek the 
Kingdom of God & his Righteouſneſs £ 
 E& thatno man can be faved except he be 

converted and born again 2 and thar he 
that hath not the Spirig of Chriſt is none 
| Of his, Mat. 6.33 Fohn 3, 3:5. Mat. 18, 
3. Rom. 8. 9. ard that you and your 
houſholds ſhould ſerve the Lord, Fofh. 
24. 15. Are we not all agreed that the 
Law of the Lord muſt be your delighc 
and that you muſt medirate in it day and 
night ?

An awidable death from the hand 
of God, he was obliged moderately to fear ;

able death to tear, and allo an untimely death 
from the hand of man by. Gods permithon : 
And the fear of theſe is a powerful temptation. 
Otherwile Abraham would not have diſtru- 
Ctively equivocated as he did to fave his lite, 
Gen. 20. 11. and Tſazc after him do the fame, 
when he ſojourned in the ſame place,Gen.26.7. 
If the fear of Death were not a ſtrong tempta- 
tion, Peter would not have thrice denyed 
Chriſt,and that after ſo late a warning and en- 
gagement : nor would all his Diſciples have 
forſaken him and fled, Matth. 26. 56. Nor 
would Martyrs have a ſpecial reward , nor 
would Chriſt have been put to call upon his 
Diſciples, that they Fear not them th at can kill 
the body, Lake 12. 4+ and to declare to men 
the neceſlity of ſe}f-denyal in this point of 
Life, and that none can be his Diſciple , that 
loves his Life before him, Matth. 16.39. Luke 
14.26, He is a Chriſtian indeed that fo Loveth 
God, that he will not fin to ſave his Life. But 
what 1s it that an hypocrite will not do to e- 
(cape Death ? He will equivocate and forſwear 
E 2 himſelf 
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himſelt with the Tons and Familiſt : He 
will forſake not. only his deareſt friend , but 
Chriſt alſo; and his Conſcience. ' What a 
mnltitude of the moſt hainous fins are daily 
committed through the fears of death ? Thou- 
- Jands where the Inquiſition ruleth are kept in 
Popery by it : And thouſands are kept in Ma- 
hametaniſm by it : Thouſands are drawn by it 
to betray their Countries 3 to deny the truth 
to betray the Church and Cauſe of Chriſt; 
and finally to betray their ſouls.unto perditi- 
on : {ome of them preſume to deny Chriſt wil 
fully, becauſe that Peter had pardon that de- 
nied him through ſurprize, and through infir- 
-mity : But they will not Repent with Peter, 
and die for him after their repentance. He 
that hath the power of an Hypocrites life, may 
preſcribe him what he ſhall believe and do 3 
may write him down the Rule of his Religion, 
and tell him what changes he ſhall make, what 
oaths he ſhall take, -what party he ſhall ſide 
with, and command him ſo many fins a day, 
as you make your horſe go ſo many miles, Sa- 
tan, no doubt, had much experience of the 
power of this temptation, when Hi boafted fo 
confidently of it againſt Fob (2. 4.) Skia for 
Shin, and all that a man bath, ke will give for 
by life : And its true, no duubt, of thoſe that 
love nothing better than their lives. Satan

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thought that the fear of Death would make 
a man' do any thing : And of too many he 
| may boldly make this boatt, | Let me but have

* man. | When lefſer matters can do ſo much, 


as common fad experience ſheweth us 3 no 
wonder if the fear of death can doit. 

In brief, you may fee by what is ſaid, that 
1. | Deathis become an Enemy to our Souls, by be- 
ing firſt the Enemy of our Natures ; The In- 
tereſt of our Bodies works much on our Souls, 
much more the Intereſt of the whole man. 
The' principle of ſelf-love was planted in Na- 
| ture in order to (elf-preſervation, and the go- 
J vernment of the world : Nature doth neceſſa- 
rily abhor its own deſtruftion. And there-

1-Meritoronſly Death is conquered by: Death. 
The Death ot tinners,by the Mediators Death. 
Not that he iatended in his —_— work; 
to ſave us from the ſtroke of death by:a pre- 
vention» but to deliver us from it alter ter' by a 

Reſurre&tion. For fiute byman came death, "oy 
man alſo came the Reſarrefion fromhe'dta 
I Cor. 15. 21. Foraſmuch as thechildren were 
E 4 par- 
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furtakers of fleſh and blood, be alſo himſelf like- 
wiſe took part with them , that he might deſtroy 
him throngh death, that had the power of death, 
that is, the Devil and deliver them,pho through 
fear of death were all thcir life time ſubjef unto 
bondage, Heb. 2. 14, 15. Satan as Gods Exc- 
cutioner, and as the-proſperous tempter, 1s 
faid to have had the power of death : The fears 
of this dreadful Executioner, are a continual 
tondage, which we are liable to through all 
- our. lives,” till we perceive the deliverance 
which the Death of the Lord of Life hath 
purchaſed us. - 1, By Death Chriſt hath fatis- 
fed the Fuſtice that was arnied by fin againſt 
us. --2,-By .Death. he hath ſhewed us, that 
Death is a tolerable Evil, -and to be yielded to 
in hope of following life. | 

2. Acually he conqucred Death by his Re- 
furreQion. ''- This was the day of Grace's tri- 
umph': This day :he ſhewed to- Heaven, to 
Hell,and to carth,that death was conquerable; 
yeay that his perſonal Death was actually over- 
come. «The bleſſed ſouls beheld it to their Joy, 
beholding in the Reſurrection of their Head, 
2 virtual Refurrc@ion of ther own: Bodies. 
The Devils ſaw it, and theretore/ſaw that they 
had no hopes .of holding the Bodies of the 
Saints in the power of the grave. The damned 


+ fouls were acquainted with it, and therefore 
| knew 
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knew that their ſinful bodies muſt be reffored 
to bear their part in ſuffering. The Believing 
Saints on earth perceive it, and therefore ſee: 
that their bonds are broken, and that to the: 
righteous there is bope in death , and that our: 
Head being aQually riſen, afſureth us that we 
ſhall alſo Riſe. For if we believe that Feſus- 
died and Roſe again 3 even ſo them alſo which 
ſleep in Feſus, will God bring with him, 1 Thel.'

When once we are forgiven, 
we-are out of the reach of the greateſt terrour, 
being ſaved from the ſecond deatb z Though we 
miſt feel] the ki/lzng firoke, -we are delivered 
from the damning (ltroke. Yea more than ſo, it 
ſhall ſave us by deffroying us : It ſhall let us 


into 
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into the glorious preſence of our Lord, by tak- 
ing us from the preſence of our mortal friends : 
It ſhall help us into Eternity, by cutting off 
our Time. Forin the hour that we were juſti- 
fied, and made the Adopted Sons of God, we 
were alſo made.the Heirs of Heaven, even Co- 
beirs with Chrift, and (hall be glorified with 
| bim, when we have ſaffered with him, Rom. $. 
17. As Death was promoting the Life of the 
world, when it was killing the Lord of Life 
himfelt : So is it haſtnening the deliverance of 
believers, when it ſeems to be undoing them.

_ - Others they may do : By this the Intereſt of the 


flefh is calt aſide as nothing, and rhe fleſh it 
Telt is cxucthed with Chriſt : and therefore the 
deſtruction of the flaſh will ſeem the more to- 
lerable, and the fears of it will be a leſs tem- 
ptation to the Soul. By this we are already 
erucified to the world, and tbe warld to us : and 
theretore we can more eaſily leave the world ; 
We now live by another Life than we did be- 
fore 3 being deadin our ſclves, our life 8 bid 
with Chrift in God; and being crxcified with 
Chriſt, we now ſo Live, as that it is not we, but 
Chrift Liveth in us : the life which we Live in 
the fleſh is by the faith of the Son of God that hatb 
loved us, Gal. 2. 20. The things that made 
- this life too dear to us, are now as it were 
annihilated to us; and when we ſee they are 
Nothing, they cam do zothing with us. San- 
Gittation Allo maketh us ſo weary of fin, as 
being our hated enemy, that we are. the 
more willing to die, that 3+ may dic that 
cauſeth us to die, And eſpecially, the Holy 
Ghoſt, which we then receive, is in us 2 
Divine 
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Divine and heavenly Nature, and fo inclineth 
us to God and Heaven, This Nature princt- 
pally confificth in the fuperlative Love of God. 
And Love carrieth out the foul to the beloved. 
As the Nature ot a priſoner in a dungeon car- 
rieth him to deſire Liberty and Light 3 fo the 
Nature of a holy Soul in fleſh, inclineth it to 
defire to be with Chrift. As Love maketh 
husband and wife, and deareſt friends to 
think the time long while they are aſunder ; 
ſodoth. the Love of the Soul to God. How 
fain would the holy loving Soul behold the 

eaſed face of God, and be glorified in the 

holding of his glory, and live under the 
tulleR influences of bis Love! This 1s our con- 
queſt oyer the Enmity of Death. As ſtrong 
as Death is, Love is ſtronger, Eccleſ.8.6,7. Love 
is firoug as Death — the coals thereof are coals of 
fire, a moſt vebement flame ( which will not by 
the terrible tace of Death be hindered from 
alcending up to God.) Many waters cannot 
quench Love, neither can the floods droven it : if a 
man would give all the ſubjtance of bis houſe for 
Lave (that 15, to bribe it and divert it from 
its obje) it would utterly be contemned. If 
the Love of Dawd could carry Fonsthan to 
hazard his lifc, and deny a Kingdom for him, 
and the Love of David to Abſalom made him 
with that he had died for him, and the Love of 
F; friends 
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friends, (yea luſtful love) hath carried many 
'to caft away their lives 3 no wonder if the 
Love of God in his Saints prevail againſt. the 
fear of Death. The power of holy Love made 
Moſes \ay, Elſe let my name be blotted out of the 
'Book of Life. And it made Paul fay, That

be able and fit for fuch duties (that were then 
unſuitable to' him) on ſuppoſition they ' had! 
been freitable and duties, this is the difficulty: 
which ſome make uſe of to prove that ſuch 
works cannot now be required of us, without 
tuitable-.help, becauſe we loſt no ſuch grace m 
Adams 
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Adam. But this nect{ not trouble us ; Fog x, 
Though Adam was put on no fuch difficulty 
in particalar, as to encountet death; yet the 
perfe& obedience tothe whole Law, required 
a great degree of internal Habitual holineſs ; 
and to derermine the caſe, Whether. our par- 
eiculat difficulties, or his finleſs pertet obedi- 
ence, required greater firength and help, -is a 
matter of more difficulty then uſe. For 2.-Ic 
is but about. the Degrees of Holinels in him 
and us, and not about the Kiad, that the 
difficulty Jlyett.

And it is not only the Peril but alſo theTerrous 
of Death that we are in part delivered from. 
Though Chriſt himſelf was in a bloody ſweat, 
in his Agony before his death,and crycd out on 
the Crofe, My God, why haſt thou. forſaken 
me 3 becauſe be bore the finsof the world : yet 
Death is welcome to many of his followers,that 
drink of his cup, and are baptized with his 
Baptiſm :; For they taſte not of theſe dreggs 
which he drunk up, and they are ſirengehned 
by his ſupporting grace.

Though 
we longnot to dye, yetwe long to ſee the face 
of God. And though welay down our bodies 
wich zatural' unwillingneſs, 'yet we lay down 
our fin 41d ſorrows with gladneſs and fpiritnal 
delight, And though our hearts are ready to 
faint, as Peter's, whe he walked to Chriſt up- 
on the waters, yet Chriſt puts forth his hand 
of love, and ſoon recoverethus from our fear 
and danger. hit 
Melancholy and Impatience may make men 
weary 
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weary of their lives, TY ruſh upon. Death with 
2 falfe comeeit that it will end their ſorrows 
But this.1s not to conquer Death, but to be 
conquered by a lefler evil:-and it is not an effect 
of fortitude, but of an imbecillity and impoten- 
cy of mind. And if a Brutus, a Cato, or 4 


' Seneca, be his own Executioner, they do but 


chuſe a leſſer evil, (in: their conceits) even a 
D:ath which they accounted honourable,before 
a more ignominious Death, ora Lite of ſbame, 
and (corn, and miſery, But the true believer 
15 raiſed above the fears of Death, by the love 
of God, and the hopes of Glory z and Death 
(though ungrateful in it ſelf) is welcome to 
him, as the way to his felicity.”. ... - 

Let Tyrants and Souldiers ftake it for their 
glory, that they can take away mens lives, (that 
is they have the power of a Serpent, or of Rats- 
bane) as if it were their honour to. be their 
Countries peſtilence z, and a Rwler and a Doſe of 
Poyſon, were things of equal ſtrength anduuſe ; 
But it is the Glory of Chriſt to enable his Diſci- 
ples to conquer Death, and bgar the fury of the 
moſt cruel perſecutors The Martyrs have 
been more joyful in their ſufferings, than the 
Judges thatcondemned them in therr Pomp and 
Glory. When we are preſſed above ftrengtb, ad 
deſpair of life, and have the ſentence «f Death in 
or ſelves, we are then taught to 2ruft in the 
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Living God that raiſeth the dead,2 Cor.1.8,9,16, 
 theſaints by faithhave been wi accepting 
deliverance, that they might obtain 8 better reſue- 
redion : they bave bad tryal of cruel mockings and 

Jeourgings > yea moreover of bonds and impriſm-

you dye with agony and horrour, fo that your 
lives and deaths will be diſhonourable *to 
your holy faith, and to your Lord. 
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If it were meerly our o£4 ſuffering by fears ' 
- and horrours, or. meerly our loſs of ſpiritual 
dclights,- the matter were (great, but_) not {0 
great; But it is more than this. - For when our 
Joycs are overwhelmed with the fears of Death, 
and turned into ſorrows 3 our love to God 
will be abated, and we ſhall deny him the 
thanks and cheerful praiſes,” which ſhould be 
much of the employment of aur lives : and we 
ſhall be much diſcompoſed and unfitted for- his 
ſerviec, 'and ſhall much diſhonour him in the 
world: and ſhall ſtrengthen our temptations 
to. the overvaluing of earthly things. Think it 
not thereforea ſmall, or an indifferent” matter, 
to fortitic' your ſouls againſt theſe malignant 
fears of death. Make this your daily care- and 
work. your peace, your F700 your inuocency, 
and wſefalneſs, and the boyour of God, do much 
lie on it... And it is a work of ſuch excecding 
difticalty, - that it xequireth the beſt of your 
Skill Wc CNEEnce and when all is done, it 
| luminating quickning þ cams of 
grace, and the-ſhining face of the Eternal Love, 
that muſt dothework;though yet your diligence 
is neceſſary, to nd Borie and uſe the 
means in ſubſervience to grace, and in expca- 

tion of theſe celeftiall raycs. 
And aboye all, take ;heed left you ſhould: 
think, that carnall mirth, os: meer ſecurity, 
| and 
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and caſting, away the thovghts of Death will , 
ſerve to overcome thele fearsz or that it is 
enough that you reſolve againſt them, For it 
is your ſafety that muſt be lookt to, as well as 
your preſent caſe and peace : and fear muſt be 
ſo overcome, as that a greater miſery 
may not follow : Preſumption and ſe- 
curity will be of very ſhort continuance.

| Into endleſs deſperation, which fear ſhould have 


wakened you to prevent, is no deſirable kind 
of dying, And befides reſolving againſt the 
terrours of Death, will not prevent them. 
When Death draws near, it will amaze you 3 
in deſpight of all your reſolutions, if you are 
not furniſhed with a better Antidote. The more 
jacund you have been in carnal mirth, and the 
more you haye preſumptuouſly ſlighted Death, 


it is likely your horrour will be the greater- -- ; 


when it comes. And therefore ſee that you 
makea wiſe and ſafe preparation and that 
you groundedly and methodically cure theſe fears, 
and not ſecurely caſt them away. Though I 
have given you, to this end, ſome Dire&tons 
in other writings (in the Saints Reſt, and in 
the Treatiſe of Self-denyal, and that of Cracify- 
ing the world, ) yet I ſhall add here theſe fol- 


lowing helps, which faithfully obſexyed and 
- practiſed, will much-promote roguton 
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over Death, which conquereth all the firength 
of fleſh, and glory of thisworld,

FF you would overcome the danger and the 
fears of Death, Make ſure of your Converſion, 
that it is ſound 3 and ſee that you be abſolutely 
devoted unto God, without Reſerves. Should 
you be deceived in your foundations, your life, 
and hopes, and joyes, would all be delufory 
chings. Till fin be mortified, and your ſouls 
reconciled to God in Chriſt, you are fill in 
danger of worſe than Death : and it is but the 
fenſcleſneſs of your dead condition, that keep- 
eth you from the terrours of damnation. But 
if you are ſure that you are quickened by re- 
newing grace, and poſſeſſed by the ſanQifying 
ſpirit,and made partakers of the Divine nature, 
you have then the Earneſt of your inheritance, 
Ephbeſ. 1. 14. 2 Cor. 1. 22, & 5. 5. and the fire 
is kindled in your breaſt, that in deſpight of

E Conquer the Enmity of Death, you 
' & muſt live byfaith in Feſns Chriſt : as men 
that are emptied of themſelves, and ranſomed 
from his hands that had the power of Death ;
